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The death occurred at his resi- 
dence in Wesuuount during the week, 
of a noted McQlll past student in the 
person of Frank Gilbert, C.E., who 
was in attendance at the University In 
the slxtios. Mr. Gilbert was connect- 
ed during his professional career with 
a number of the most noted of Cana- 
dian engineering enterprises, and se- 
cured notoriety through the manufac- 
ture by htm of the first rifled cannon 
in Canada. 

After he had completed his stu- 
dies, Mr. Gilbert started in 1870 in 
the foundry business, which he car- 
ried on for several years. He then 
joined hts father and brother. Walter, 
in the firm of 10. E. Gilbert and Sons, 
engineers and contractors, known also 
as the Gilbert Blasting and Dredging 
Co., and the Canada Engine Works. 
On the death of his father, he became 
the senior partner in the company 
Tills company was the first in Canada 
to introduce the chain tug for sub- 
marine drilling. 

Mr. Gilbert took an uctive part in 
the drilling aud blasting of submar- 
ine rock at the upper entrance of the 
Lachlne Canal in 1877. This work 
was successfully carried out, a uew 
system of submarine drilling being 
adopted by the firm for the first 
time. 

Un the completion of the Lachlne 
work, he took charge of the Galops 
Rapids work, just west of Cardinal, 
Ont. It was at about this time that 
the firm changed its name from the 
Gilbert Drilling and Blasting Co. to 
the Ollbert Bros. Engineering Co. The 
work of the Gilberts at Galops Rap- 
ids has been conceded by many em 
inent engineers as one of the most 
difficult pieces of. engineering work 
ever accomplished, it meant the re- 
moval of a hard grey limestone from 
water with a current running from 
eight to ten miles, , 

Old Montrealers will remember the 
old Canada Engine Works, in their 
day, the largest and best equipped 
foundry in the Dominion. One of the 
many large orders handled by this 
firm and one which will speak of the 
thoroughness of its work, was for a 
battery of boilers and pumping en 
glncs for the lower level reservoir, 
which are still In use to-day. 

Perhaps the most interesting, cer- 
tainly the most historical of the 
many achievements of Mr, Gilbert, 
and one which brought him a great 
deal before the public eye, was the 
making of the flrBt rifled cannon In 
Canada. Taking several of the old 

fl-pounder smooth bore guns from 
t. Helen's Island, the works of the 
Gilberts, \inder the personal direction 
of the late engineer, converted these 
into 64-pounder guns with a rifle's 
barrel. In the same manner a num 
ber of old cannon captured from- the 
Russians In the Crimean war, which 
had found their way out to Canada, 
were treated and converted. 

This early accomplishment brougnt 
Frank Gilbert directly under the no- 
tice of the Marquis of Lome, Gover- 
nor-General of Canada, and also of 
the Princess Ijoulse. Frequently dur- 
ing the progress of the work the vice- 
regal party made visits to the Gilbert 
Works to see the transformation. An 
Interesting photograph is In posses 
sion of the family, showing the late 
Mr. Gilbert's father, and the Mar- 
quis of Lorne, standing side by side, 
near one of the converted cannon. 

Dr. L, P. Bender. 

A Quebec despatch says that Dr. 
Louis Prosper Bender passed away on 
Thursday morning at 78 St. Louis St., 
after an illness of only two weeks. 
Born July 30, 1844, a son of the late 
L. P. Bender, advocate, of this city, 
deceased was in his 78rd year. He was 
a widower for a number of years, hut 
is survived by one daughter, Miss Era 
Bender, of this city, and one son, 
Ludwig, who resides in the United 
States; also by three brothers, Messrs. 
Eugene N. Bender, general purchas- 
ing agent of the Ç.P.R., Montreal ; Al- 
fred Bender, of Montreal, and Ernest 
Bender, of St. Lambert, near Mont- 
real. 

The late Dr. Bender was educated 
at the Quebec Seminary, and at Mc- 
Giil, where be graduated M.D. in 1845. 
Later he was admitted to the- College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of On- 
tario. In 1868 he married Miss A. 
E. Scott, daughter of the late A. H. 
Scott, of this city. He went to tiie 
United States, and served on the «tait 
of the Northern Army during a por-

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AFT2RMATH OF THE EXALTS. 



The examinations aw now a thing of the past for most of tlu> 
Students, and we arc in danger of sinking back into a state of somno- 
lence and inactivity. It is. unfortunately, almost invariably the case 
that when the student has passed through a series of hard tests with 
more or less success, lie thinks himself at perfect liberty to cast away 
all thought of his work until the next series of examinations ap- 
proaches. This is the fundamental error in the system of studying 
of most men; they do not distribute their work equally over the 
period allotted to them. Instead they let matters slide completely, 
hushing the protests of conscience with that old cry, '"Wait just a 
couple of weeks: then 1 Ml start working like the dickens." This 
method may be successful in helping a student to squeeze through 
exams, by the narrowest of margins; but it is not giving him a lib- 
eral education by any means. Not merely is this so, but it is even 
dangerous to the health of the youthful learner who chooses it. Any 
system that sends a man out of the room after the last exam, with 
colored spots before his eyes, a sick headache, wobbling legs and 
a bad taste in his mouth must be wrong from the start. Yet nearly 
every student can testify to the fact that half the men in his faculty 
experience sensations similar to that above at the end of each set of 
term examinations. t 

The true system, of course, is the one where all the work to he 
done is divided into nice equal portions of no great size, and one por- 
tion annihilated eaeh day. All of us must admit that if we could only 
attack our studies in this way, the examinations would hold no ter- 
rors for ns. The ideal state of affairs would be that which permitted 
of the completion of the work about two weeks before exam-time, 
leaving that period for a careful and judicious révisai, with no need 
for the desperate "cramming" that invariably takes place. How 
many students have achieved this ideal state, however? "SVe leave 
the answer to our readers. 

All thus may seem very discouraging at first, but the remedy is 
simply a matter of trying and of getting started right away. It 
may safely be stated that as much time is wasted immediately after 
the mid-term examinations as at the beginning of the term. And 
that is saying a good deal. We do not mean to say that every stu- 
dent should begin to work madly forthwith, to end up with nervous 
prostration or some similar malady by April. But we can all pro- 
fit by our mistakes before Christmas, and divide our work in such a 
fashion that the exams, will find us prepared without any six days' 
horror to be endured just before them. If one once lets his work get 
out of hand, it is a paiufully hard task to catch up, and, in any 
case, it is never as thoroughly digested as if taken piece-meal. 



MODERN SUBJECTS. 



Some time ago the New York newspapers obtained the results 
of some tests upon present, day subjects which had been inflicted 
upon the long suffering undergraduates of a couple of Universities. 
The results were exceedingly poor, and so the papers started the cus- 
tomary song and dance upon the ignorance of college men and so 
forth. And though, as usual, the whole subject was much exaggerat- 
ed, there is no doubt that college men do not possess so much infor- 
mation upon any present, day subject, and specially upon modern 
writers, us they should. To remedy this it has been frequently sug- 
gested that there could be courses on the desired subjects, but this 
would be impossible in that it is necessary for a considerable time to 
elapse before a trustworthy judgment can be made on the work of 
any man. It has been suggested recently, however, that since a for- 
mal course is out of the question, perhaps there could be a series of 
lectures by members of the Faculty upon the subjects in question. 
Of course, no Faculty member would care to stand up and endeavor 
to say definitely what place in literature such a man would finally 
occupy, but he could explain what the writer in question means to 
him, and in general give his reaction to the work of the man under 
discussion. 

This very excellent arrangement could be extended to other 
valuable and interesting fields. Let us say that the series would in- 
clude roughly a dozen talks, to be given at stated intervals during 
the winter months by various members of the Faculty. One mem- 
ber of the English Department could give, say, two talks on the state 
of the English Novel to-day, mentioning the leaders in this line and 
their works. Another member of the Faculty could give another two 
talks upon the Drama to-day, both English and American, with the 
prominent figure in each country. The poetry of the present time, 
Rupert Brooke and llie younger generation, could be dealt with per- 
haps in another two talks, probably by a member of the English De- 
partment. Then could come another pair of lectures on the general 
dominant ideas of time. Shaw, Wells, Chesterton, and the other men 
who are influencing and molding the thought of the world to-day. 
One talk on the Essay would probably complete the English Subjects. 
Then a member of tin- French Department could give two talks fin 
French Literature, The philosophy of the present time might be 
dealt with in a lecture by a member of that Department and perhaps 
two lectures might be given to the consideration of modern Art, by 
a member of that Department. 

There cannot be any doubt that explanation of the moderns is 
just as necessary for an adequate understanding and enjoyment of 
them as is an interpretation of men of other times. There is no ques- 
tion, either, that many undergraduates are and all ought to !><■ in- 
terested in them. It is to be hoped sincerely that next year at the 
latest will see such a series established.— The Daily Prineetonian.

He and Ills cultured wife live in a 
tenement In the heart of Chicago, in 
a district where over 75,000 people 
live in less than a mile square, that he 
may be able to play the "good neigh- 
bor" to these people, who arc made 
up of twenty-two different nationali- 
ties. 

He donates his services, as all oth- 
er speakers on the programme do, at 
these Congresses; he gives substan- 
tially all his time to the promotion of 
Social Uetterment Movements. He is 
a Prince of Orators, having no super-) 
tors on the Continent, and few, if any, 
equals. 

He is a strong, enthusiastic Pro- 
Ally in sympathy. His addresses at 
the Western Congresses were the 
most effective recruiting speeches 
many of the members of these Con- 
gresses heard.

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in uasurveyed territory 
The price of this license is Fifty Cenlu an acre per year, and a fee of $lu.f 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that, during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty teres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUI'KRIOR MKTALS. and |3.00 an acn 
Cor INFERIOR MINERALS.
